The peanut worm is no stranger 
to Coffee County farmers, This 
pest has been found in most all 
communities in the southern part 
of the county. Since the worm 
population will vary frem field to 
field and neighborhood to neigh- 
borhood, Russell Speed, County 
Agent, advises each farmer to ob- 
serve his fields closely for the fly 
and worm. 

Although very few worms are 
present, farmers should locate the 
poison and make arrangements for 
dusting machines if they do not 
own one themselves. 

The Wiregrass Substation re- 
ports an increase in yield of from 
200 pounds to 1,000 pounds of 
peanuts on dusted plots over un- 
dusted plots.

QUESTION WILL BE HELD 
TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 17 


Citizens, of Coffee County will 
vo to the polls on Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 17, to decide whether the 
county will remain dry or become 
wet under the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control system, The date of the 
election is designated in the offi- 
cial notice being given in The 
Clipper by Probate Judge John W, 
Brock. 

Judge Brock checked names on 
the petition filed with him several 
days ago and found more than the 
required number to authorize the 
clection, According to news dis- 
patches appearing in papers last 
week, Coffee will be the eleventh 
county in Alabama to vote on the

Union Springs, Ala., Aog. 19—

Hy nails, 25 tons to the car, have 
been allocated for immediate ship- 
ment to the peanut sector of Ala- 
bama, Georgia and Florida, Con- 
eressman George Andrews said he 
had been informed by Washing- 
ton authorities today. 

Congressman Andrews said 
nails would be provided exclusive- 
ly for use in the peanut harvest- 
ine and that the emergency ship- 
ments into South Alabama should 
be received by the middle of the 
week of August 18. A request has 
also been presented to authorities 
of the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Civilian Produemtion 
Administration in Washington for 
emergency allotments of bale ties, 
according to Congressman An- 
drews, who said he had been 
working with his colleagues, Con- 
eressman George Grant of the 
Second Alabama District, and 
Congressman Steve Pace of Geer- 
gia, in a move to help farmers to 
harvest their peanuts Congress- 
man Andrews said the Secretary 
of Agriculture, Clinton Anderson, 
and Civilian Production Chief 
John D Small, had notified him 
that two carloads of nails were to 
go promptly to a Dothan jobber 
and three to a jobber at Troy for 
distribution to merchants to sell 
to farmers.

Moral corruption has been the 


ruin of the great nations of the earth, 
and if history is not to be repented 
by the fall of our own nation, we 
must do something—yes, something 
prompt and drastic. The breakdown 
of morals in our land is so evident 
and so widespread as to give grave 
concern to social and national lead- 
ers. What then, is the Church 
doing about it? 


We do not like to talk about adul- 


tery and related sins We must 
speak with care and tact, but per- 
haps the time has come for some 


straightforward dealing with an un- 
pleasant situation, 

I. Keep Your Home Pure (Exod. 
20:14), 

As the divinely appointed center 
of man's life, the home holds a 
place of such importance that it is 
the special target of Satan's offen- 
sive. That has always been true, 
but it seems that in recent years 
the onslaught against the home has 
1 intensified 

Any violation of the divine plan 
for the marriage of one man and one 
woman, in loving communion for the 
founding maintenance of the 
home, is a violation of the 
law of God 

It is also a violation of the law of 
man It brings serious results in 
the destruction of the home, and in 
the ruin of individual life—physical, 
moral and spiritual. 

This awful sin (and do not let a 
wicked world convince you that it 
is anything else) is back of much of 
the discord and divorce in our 
American homes. 

When we realize that in the City 
of Chicago there is now one divorce 
for every three marriages, and that 
the ratio is rapidly becoming low- 
er, there can be no question that 
divorce is a major evil in our day. 
Statistics are positively shocking, 
but they are cold and quickly forgot- 
ten, But who can fail to see, 
and who can forget, the awful woe 
brought into American home life by 
divorce, 

Bad as it is, 


and 
direct 


the awful effect on 
parents is nothing compared to 
the neryous, moral and _ spiritual 
shock which comes to children in 
broken homes. Statistics reveal that 
now (1946) more than 70 per cent 
of the juvenile delinquents and 
young people committed to prison 
come from homes where divorce 
has entered to break down and de- 
stroy family life, 

II. Keep Your Heart Pure (Prov. 
4;14-23; Matt. 5:8). 

Out of the heart are the issues of 
life (Prov. 4:23); hence it is of the 
utmost importance that it be kept in 
purity and devotion to God. 

The heart in Scripture does not 
refer to the physical organ which 
circulates the blood, but even as that 
heart is the center of the physical 
life, so there is a spiritual heart 
| which is the very center of man’s 
inner being. 

Evil thoughts, unholy desires and 
ambitions hidden in the heart will 
ultimately be revealed in overt acts 
of ungodliness, unless God is permit- 
ted to regenerate that heart and 
make it clean, 

The solution for the problem of 
impurity is found in our lesson 
verses, First of all one must avoid 
the way of the wicked (Prov, 4:14- 
17). They are so evil that they can- 
not sleep until they have misled 
some poor souls and brought them 
down to their own level (v. 16). 
They make sin and immorality look 
mysterious and attractive. Don't be 
led into sin by the enticement of 
curiosity. 

Shun the evil way, which goes 
| down with increasing darkness, by 
| seeking the good way which ‘‘shin- 
eth more and more unto the perfect 
day” (Prov. 4:18, 19). The way of 
life is a bright and shining way. 
Don't let Satan fool you, young peo- 
ple, into thinking the opposite, It’s 
great to be a Christian! 

Ill, Keep Your Head Pure (Phil. 
4:8), 

The mind of man is quick and 
active (that is, if he is really alive 
and awake), and it wants to be oc- 
cupied with something of interest. 
The world, the flesh and the devil 
are keenly aware of that fact and 
come to fill his mind with allure- 
ments to sin and destruction. 

Thank God that no one need lack 
for things that are good, honorable, 
true and noble to fill and satisfy ey- 
ery mental as well as spiritual in- 
terest. God's provision is not lim- 
ited either in scope or variety, He 
provides the best, the most delight- 
ful, the loveliest and most noble. 

Observe that it is for us who know 
Christ as our Saviour to give our- 
selves in diligent effort to ‘think on 
these things.'"’ As we do we shall 
find that they crowd out our think- 
ing those things which are sensual, 
selfish or sinful, It is a sound 
principle of psychology as well as 
a spiritual admoyition, It really

Birmingham, Ala.—Five dollar 
license plates “for all passenger 
automobiles” in Alabama — today 


was the 1947 aim of the Alabama 
Motorists Association, affiliate of 
the Ameriean Automobile Associ- 
ation, 

The plan to give every motor- 
ist in Alabama a license plate for 
the flat fee of $5 came to light 
this week in Birmingham follow- 
ing a meeting of the Alabama Mo- 
torists Association’s Board of Di- 
rectors. The Directors voted unan- 
imously “that the Association ad- 
yoeate and endeavor to obtain an 
Alabama $5 license plate for all 
passenger cars,’ 

President Mark Hodo, of the 
A.M. A,, said, “A $5 license. plate 
will more than cover the debt ser- 
viee on the bond issue for which 
the present high fee was levied. 
Such a flat fee would not imperil 
the matching of Federal Aid high- 
way funds, 

“Approximately one-third of all 
state government taxes are now 
being paid by motor vehicle users 
who also must pay their share of 
the remaining two-thirds, And in 
addition to this heavy tax burden, 
Alabama motorists are loaded 
with local gasoline, taxes imposed 
by eight counties and 172 muni- 
cipalities, Some parts of Ala- 
bama now have the highest gaso- 
line tax in the United States as 
well as having one of the highest 
license plates, Tax relief for Ala- 
bama motorists in the shape of a 
$5 registration fee is long over- 
due.” 

In launching Alabama’s “five 
dollar license plate campaign,” 
President Hodo called on every 
automobile owner in the state to 
“voice his opinion to his repre- 
sentative in the Alabama State 
Legislature.”

TWO KILLED, TWO WOUNDED] BAHAMIAN WORKERS WILL | KINSTON FHA CHAPTER 


IN SHOOTING AFFRAY AT 
OPP IN ARREST ATTEMPT 
(Opp News, August 22) 
Policeman Arnold J. 
Dorman was killed, Policeman C, 
B, Patterson wounded in the left 
shoulder, J. Sasser is dead and his 
brother, Alta Sasser, wounded in 


| the head as result of a shooting 


affray taking place when police 
answered a call to a section north 
of Opp Tuesday night to investi- 
gate a disturbance, 

Chief of Police Porter Moore 
said he was called about 6:80 on 


| Tuesday night and asked to send 


police to a section north of Hurst 
Clinie to investigate a fight and 
general disturbance. Officers Pat- 
terson, Hollis, Whittle and Dor- 
man went, but returned for a 
search warrant, 

At headquarters Alta Sasser ap- 
peared and swore out the warrant, 
it was said, and officers returned 
to the scene and were in the act 
of arrests when J. Sasser, brother 
of the man who swore. out the 
warrant, appeared on the porch 
of the house brandishing a gun, 
He was disarmed and placed in the 
waiting police car along with the 
other prisoners. 

The prisoners were placed in 
the back seat with Sasser on the 
right side, Policeman Dorman of- 
fered to drive and started around 
the front of the car. Officer Pat- 
terson was in the act of opening 
the right front door when Sasser, 
it was said, snatched open the rear 
door next to him, grabbed Patter- 
son’s gun and fired point-blank at 
him, the bullet passing through 
his shoulder, causing a flesh 
wound, 

In attempting to assist Officer 
*atterson, Dorman received a bul- 
let from the blazing gun, said to 
have been in the hands of Sasser, 
the shot entering his right side, 
ranging toward his heart, Dorman 
fired twice at Sasser, both shots 
entering’ his stomach, killing him 
instantly.. 

Policeman Whittle claims he 
was being attacked by several wo- 
men at the time of the shooting 
and was struck across the neck by 
some sort af weapon said to have 
been wielded by a woman. 

After Officer Dorman was shot 
he walked to the front of the car 
and either placed his gun behind 
the license plate or it dropped to 
that position as he fell, He was 
rushed to a hospital at Andalusia 
but was dead upon arrival. 

It is believed by Chief Meore 
that AHa Sasser was struck by 
the bullet that went through Offi- 
cer Patterson’s shoulder.

Washington, D. C,, Aug, 26— 
More than four years after his 
death, new honors may be paid to 
Capt. Colin P, Kelly, Jr, legen- 
dary air war hero of the tense 
days inmmediately after Pearl 
Harbor, | 

His body, now lying in Military 
Cemetery No, 2 at Manila, has 
been positively identified, the War 
Department announced, If his 
widow or his father desires, it will 
be brought back to the United 
States next year for re-burial 
honors authorized by 
Congress and the War  Depart- 
ment for American dead of World 
War If. 

The pilot of one of the few 
American Fombers in the Philip- 
pines able to deal a blow at the 
invading Japanese, Captain Kelly 
met death in the erash of his 
plane while returning from a dar- 
ing raid on Japanese warships. 

He was eredited cautiously by 
the War Department at the time 
with making three direct hits on 
a Japanese battleship of the Ha- 
runa class. But Gen, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters ‘confirmed’ 
that the vessel sank, a communi- 
que said, and Gen, Henry H, Ar- 
nold, Air Foree Chief, asserted | 
that Kelly and_ his crew “traded 
their bomber and their lives for 
the destruction of a battleship.”
